VANCOUVER, B.C., Oct. 12.—Jude- 
ment was reserved late this afternoon 
hy the board of ratiway commisstoners 
n the application of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ association for a con- 
sideration of readjustment of the class 
rates applicable from Vancouver, Vic- 
toria and New Westminster to points 
!n British Columbia. Alberta. Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, placing them 
on the basis outlined tn judgment and 


general order No. 125 dealing with 
what is Known as the western rates 
case. 

S BK. Brown, of Toronto. assistant 


manager of the transportation depart- 
ment, Who come to the coast specially 
for the purpose, presented the cage for 
the members of the district. He con- 
tended that the basis direction of the 
board required railway compantes to 
place the rates from coast cities to the 
interlor and prairie provinces in the 
same ratio as the rates from Fort Wil- 
liam to points west of Winnipeg. As 
an instance, he cited the rate of $1.58 
which had been established in 1914 to 
Calgary. The companies charged $1.88 
or 80 cents higher. Of course, on tip| 
of the rate would be the additional 
percentage of present day increases, 
The contention of the association was 
that there should be a reduction of the 
rates frim the coast to interlor points 
to place them on the same basis as the 
prairie rates from Fort Wiliam. 
Chief Commissioner Carvell remark- 
ed that he had discussed the matter 
with the chief traffic officer before 
coming to the coast, and there seemed 
to have been some misunderstanding, 
The board would take the matter un- 
der advisement, Meanwhile the rall-/ 
way companies would present their! 
side of the controversy in writing.’

Arrived in Winn'peg, Rev. Manning 
Was assistent to Rey. George Young, 
Grace church, which was the first 
Methodist church buiit in that city. 
The second was a smaller church 
called "Zion" at which Mr, Manninfé 
preached on Sunday afternoons. 

Starts For Alberta. 

In 1875 -Mr. Manning and wife 
bought a tent, a horse and a buck- 
board, on which they had a G!psy 
top erected, and started for Alberte. 
It was necessary at that time to also 
bring with them sufficient supplies 
to last one year. For fretghting this 
supplies Mr. Manning paid the trad- 
er $9 per hundred. Speaking of the 
high cost of living, and its terrors for 
the modern housewife, Mr. and Mrs.

Man- 
ning stated that flour purchased in 
Winnipeg cost them $22 per barrel, 
and sugar about 28 cents per pound.

| day trip from Winnipeg to Edmonton, 
45 years ago as it did to start in the 
Pullman car from Toronto to Hdmon- 
ton. 


Discomforts of 1875. 

In spenking of the discomforts of 
that journey so long ago, the main 
one somembered most vividly was the 
mosquitos and Iittle black files during 
the month of September, which an- 
noyed the horses very badly as well 
as ‘the people. Mr. Manning says 
that the people of the west anoue | 
be the best type of civilization; culti- 
yating as they do perhaps 600 acres 
of the finest land in the world and | 
raising the biggest and finest crops 
produced anywhere, these men should; 
have 600 measures of grace, He feels} 
that such prosperity should unite the | 
@hurch and people rather than to 
separate them. He is pleaseé with 
the type of young men he has met 
here in connection with the mission 
work, and finds them earnest and 
zealous men. From these and other 
indications, Mr. Manning has great 
hopes of the west, although he hard- 
ly expects to ever again come so far 
westward. Mr. Manning has preached 
42 years, and has been retired three 
years. Since coming *o Edmonton 
he has spoken in two churches and 
at three raflys, and expects to conduct 
ithe services in the Metropolitan church 
|next Sunday. Mr. and Mrs. Manning 
start on their journey eastward next 


Monday, remaining in Toronto un- 
till December.

Sir Arthur Currie, who stepped out 
of the chief command of the Canadian 
Army to take over the Principalship 
of McGill University, should find good 
ecope for his organizing ability and 
driving force in McGill's Whirlwind 
Campaign for $5,000,000, which has 
been arranged for the week com- 
mencing November 15th. This sum, 
large for a Canadian Jniversity, but 
small in comparison with the recent 
campaigns for Harvard, Yale, Corne!l 
and Princeton, is necessary to put 
the great Canadian University finan- 
cially on its feet, and to help to re- 
coup the losses caused by ite active 
Participation in the war and by the 
e@bsence Of many students on war ser- 
vice overseas; also to renew and ex- 
tend equipment, to increase profes- 
sors’ salaries; to extend the build- 
ings to meet the requirements of the 
larger number of students in attend- 
ance since the closs of the war; to 
meet the special requirements of the 
various faculties; to erect dormi- 
tories for students, a common dining 
hall, professors’ res.dences, and a 
convocation hall, Many leading 
Montreal citizens have accepted the 
Fesponsibility of heading and ar- 
ranging the work of the campaign, 
which will be along lines made fami- 
Uar in Canada in years past. + 

McGill, from its very inception, 
mearly a hundred years ago, was 
identified with scientific research and 
application. The Faculty of Medi- 
cine is the oldeay Faculty of the Uni- 
versity, and the first degree con- 
ferred was the medical degree given 
to Dr. Logie, The practical trend 
of McGill's teaching appealed to busi- 
ess men, such as the late Sir Wil- 
liam Macdonald and Lord Strathcona, 
and no doubt influenced them in 
helping the University with substan- 
tial endowments. The pre-eminence 
ef McGill in Applied Science is large-

ly due to the policy of Sir William 
Dawsen, during whose regime the 
odurse of Engineering was enlarged 
into the Department of Practical 
Science, and later into the Faculty of 
Applied Science, 

Scientific Agriculture 1{s taught 
under the auspices of McGill at the 
affiliated Macdonald College in Ste. 
Anne de Bellevue which has done a 
great work in teaching improved 
methods of farming, not only in the 
Province of Quebec, but also through- 
out the whole of both Eastern and 
Western Canada. At MacDonald 
College also is a schooi for Teachers 
which has greatly elevated our 
educational standards. 

McGill has produced some of the 
foremost physicians, surgeons, on- 
gineers and men of science of our 
time, John Hopkins University 
owes its high standing to the ad- 
ministration inaugurated by a McGill 
man, the late Sir William Osler, who 
afterwards did similar work for the 
Schoo! of Medicine at Oxford Uni- 
versity. 

Lord Shaughnessy Is the bonorary 
chairman of the Campaign Com- 
mittee, while M:. I. W. Beatty, Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Pacific, {s the 
active chairman of the executive, 
Others actively interested in the cam- 
paign work are Sir Vincent Meredith, 
President of the Bank of Montreal, 
Lord Atholstan, proprietor of the 
Montsea!

FROST DAMAGE

| TO SPUD CROP 
IS NEGLIGIBLE 


Officials of the department of eagri- 
culture, potato growers and others 
concerned, are ge uinely incensed 


over an interview published in the 
Calgary Albertan from J. A. Grant, 
fruit commieioner of British Colum- 
bia, who declared that the ‘‘froet had 
got from 60 to 65 mer cent of the Ed- 
|monton and d@etrict potato crop before 
maturity this season, with the result 
that they were being markeed in 
s'ightly soggy condition.’ The com- 
missioner in question moreover made 
jthia statemnt after returning to Cal- 
gary from a trip of inspection to the 
Edmonton district. 

In the face of an utter absence of 
frost damage to the potato as well as 
other cropa of northern Alberta this 
fall, the statement of Mr. Grant is the 
greatest libel on the conditions and 
harvest of this section of the province 
thie season. The potato crop ia one 
of the best ever grown in the Edmon- 
ton district and has been almost 
wholly free from frost damage. 

The deputy m/‘nister of agriculture, 
H. A. Craig, is making an emphatic 
protest against this misrepresentation 
of facts, and the department will take 
up the matter without delay with the 
British Columbia government in wew 
of the unfavorable impression which 
will be created as a result of the 
statement of the fruit commissioner 
from that province. Northern Al- 
berta has harvested in excellent con- 
dition a heavy potato crop, and the 
markets of ‘British Columbia were 


expected to provide an outlet for 
gome of the surplus. It is pointed out 
that even to date there has been no 
damage to the potato crop etill to be 
dug, from frost conditiona, and the 
bulk of the crop was harvested some 
time ago. In many places through- 
out the Edmonton district the potato 
tope were guite green when the crop 
wes dug Never shas the yield been 
so free from blemishes and other dam- 
age. Deputy minister Craig found 
that last week Alberta potatoes were 
eell'ng in Winnipeg at $1.50 to $1.75 
a bushel.
